According to these schools, this increases attendance 
from 20 to 40 per cent. 


Should They Be Closed? 

SAC’s rally and assembly attendance has been only 
mediocre so far, and the question is, is it right for student 
facilities, supposedly for the free use of all students, to be 
closed down to force attendance at these functions? 

“Gen”? Warren, Snack Bar manager, has closed down 
the Snack Bar during each 11 a.m. assembly and rally on 
her own initiative, and few complaints have been heard. , 

But then again, this does not appear to have swelled 
attendance at rallies to any great degree. 

So the question seems to be: should the Snack Bar, 
lounge and cafeteria be closed, almost forcing attendance 
at scheduled functions? 


Or should students be allowed to decide for them- 
selves, as they are doing now, and leave rallies, etc. with 
the scattered attendance of the curious few? 

Decide For Yourselves 

Certainly our collegians should be allowed to decide 
for themselves, either through a direct popular vote, a 
long and tedious method, or through their elected repre- 
sentatives, the Executive Board. 

Although the matter was discussed at Tuesday’s 
Executive Board meeting, no action was taken. 

Executive Board members should, as they occasionally 
do, put their noses to the hum of student opinion and act, 
preferably before football season is over. 

Either leave the Student Union and library facilities 
open, or close them and see a fine turnout at these affairs. 

Actually, it’s up to you students!
